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REMARKS

By this Amendment, claims 2 and 13-15 have been canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer to their underlying subject mailer. Thus, claims 1 and 3-12 are currently pending in this 

•plication with claims v 4, 6, ? 1J and 12 being withdrawn Support fos the daim amendments 
can be readily found variously throughout the specification and the original claims. 

In view of these amendments, Applicant believes that all pending claims are in condition 
for allowance. Reexamination and reconsideration in light of the above amendments and the 
following remarks is respectfully requested. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C §103 

Claims 2 and 1 3-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable 
over any one of the Shimotoyodome et al. patents (U.S. Patent No. 6,460,258, U.S. Patent. No. 
6,470,782, and U.S. Patent No. 6,478,206) in view of Zumstem (U.S. Patent No. 3,834,258) and/or 
Hembree et al (U.S. Patent No. 4,709,483) This rejection has been rendered moot by the 
cancellation of claims 2 and 13-15. 

Request for Rejoinder 

Applicant also hereby formally requests rejoinder of non-elected claims 6 and 7 upon the 
allowance of the elected claims. The non-elected claims include all the limitations of the allowable 
claims in accordance wi th §821 .04 of the MPEP.
